Occasionally Dr. Clarke would rap 
with baton, and the flow of 
mf;lody would abruptly liait. 
Tersely he wouW ixploiii what )>H 
wanted, bis vo'« the only u'l'l- 
iblc ,noifio lu the Lirge room. Then, 
before you expected It, the place 
would oguiu be / llcd wltli the 
wondeiful surge of sound. The sud- 
den tiarii^ltion was surprising and 
delightful. 

Presently the mtwtc'anH went to 
work on Beethoven's First Sy»n- 
pliony. This Is pure glorious m«- 
Ipdy, KWicpinf.' along w ill brcalli- 
taklng rhythm, l.ke tpocd'ng an 
open cur along ix golden summer 
highway.

Easy Southern Life 

Slaves Were linppy AntI 
Livcil PIcasnnt Life 



CIVIL WAU UPHEAVAL 

Tho two speakers at the second meet- 
lug ot tho H.V.C. Iliatorlail Club, Eliz- 
abeth Weiss and Margarcl Claire dis- 
cuRScd life south ot tho border before 
and after tho dliuistrous Civil War. 
Kllztilxith Weiss concentrated on tho 
south and tho havoc the Civil War 
ailiHCd there. "I'ri'vin'i.i to tho War," 
he suld, "the south hod been a cotton- 
growing country ot planters and their 
slaves. The planters were romanticists 
and led tho life of country gentlemen." 
Tlio tiieaker stated that llio life of Ihe 
averaKu hIuvo was not so terrible as 
many Norllierners supposed. The slaves 
had never known a freer life. They, ac- 
cepted slavery as a matter of course. 
With the defeat ot t'^S/^SS^,!" 
Civil War tho negroes^glven*' sudden 
lll)erly by the conquerors, went wild. 
Carpet-baggers and Skally-wags poured 
Into tho South. Southern social and 
political life was annihilated. " It was 
the violent reconstruction period, fos- 
tered by the Northerners," said the 
speaker, "That made tho South hate 
tho Yankees, not tho Civil War itself." 

Tho second speech, given by Marg- 
aret Claire, gave tho Historical Club 
members a good idea of America before 
the war in the West and ISost and 
the unification of the United States, 
"There was a continual westward flow 
of pioneers both bctoro and after the 
war," said tho speaker. "The west- 
wni'd urge was strong. The Indians 
were gone, the people were of pioneer 
stock, tho soil out West in tho Ohio 
valley was fertile— all these tilings call- 
ad tho young men West." First the 
pioneer:) fonsis'.ed of .•«luatto-.s, who 
settled along tho rivers. Then they 
were travellers, fur-trailers, ranchers 
and lastly farmers. They built log 
cabins, and cultivated soli; they found 
oro and coal. Finally states grew and 
now sections were added to tho Union. 
"Tlio lilolU'Or," .MaiKarel Claire siild, 
"waa a liiiiily, bold man, hut ho some- 
lliiie.i acquired un over-liiilaneed pro- 
priety, Thero was a riot about a girl 
pictured on n posthoard In too short 
skirts. Finally (ho palntor was com- 
pelled lo put flounces ou her immodest 
KkirlN."

Literary Society Dicmses 
French And Canadian 
Teaching Systems 

General History Of Litera- 
ture Needed To Give Stu- 
dents Idea of Continuity, 
WTTHE fault is not in our- 
.«telvea, but in our system^ 
that we are underlings," de- 
clared Ken Hill, addressing the 
-literature Society yesterday on 
tho topic, "The Teaching of 
literature in Higti Schools." 
Three speakers discussed 

various aspects^ of this topic. Marthe 
Michnud, a gr âdTO^ ôfôïft3S. receiv- 
ed a fellowship wnieir^nabled her t» 
spend last year at the Keole Normale 
ftiiper'eure at Sevres, and her talk 
dealt with the teaching of literature 
in French schools. A high school girl, 
Doris Lockhart, outlined the new eourso 
of literary study in Mont r^Qj^o ols. 
Ken Illll treated the topte"froff . the 
viewpoint ot a former .-îiifferer. 
French Orals 
The chief difference ■'?wlilch Martho 
Aflchaud di.<icovered between the Frencit 
and Canadian methods was the exten- 
sive u.5« ot oral test.1 In French schools, 
even In rich .^ibjects.as Mathematics. 
The study of Literature there is very 
intensive. Oni> writer or a .^mall group 
of write.ri l.'i rhoicn each year, for ex- 
ample: Bolleau's Satires, and the let-, 
ters ot Madame de Sevigne and Vol- 
taire. 

During the year three written essaj^ 
must be presented by each student on 
some general topic connected with thcs« 
writers. Then there are a number of 
oral essays, delivered informally upon- 
■lome specific section of the poet's work. 
The examinee must pretend great en- . 
thusiasm and originality of ideas, and 
must expect polite but devastating cri- 
ticism from the examiner afterwards. 

The essay must cover interesting- ia-~: 
formation about the date of composi- 
tion, the historical tsockground and ■> 
forth. One must Identify the passage 
with its context, and make a thorougb 
line by line examination for .thought, 
grammer, metre, rhetoric, and lyrical 
beauty, if any. Then one gives one's 
own appieclation ot the passage.

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To The Critics Of Youth 

npHE idpas and the ideals of the present 
yonnprcr generation .ire constantly 
ridiculed by our seniors. How often docs 
a cnllejre man make the statement that he 
someday hopes to be a parliamentarian 
only to be STeete<l with a derisive laugh 
on the part of some older person in whom 
he confides.. 

The verj' ^-teople who lend 1o sneer 
at the ambitions of youth, forgret that they 
themselves were onee young: and that they 
had id^ls. It is fairly obvious today that 
many of the ideals of the older g'eneration 
•must have been killed prettj' effectively 
when they were in the tender stage of for- 
mation. 

The result of the "pooh-poohing"' of 
our ideals on the part of our elders may 
take two forms. On the one hand the per- 
son who is ridiculed may think that he is 
perhaps wrong — may be ashamed of his 
plans and hi? hopes. On the other hand 
the rt»?al: of d-eri.^ion may be to consoli- 
date ihe theories of the youth and to make 
him more firmly convinced than ever of 
his own ability and the present stupidity 
extant in the world on the part of some 
of those in responsibDity. 

"\\Tien student ideas are presented they 
usually do not earn* much weîpht. Politi- 
cians and others are apt to say to them- 
selves that the younsters have no vote — 
are not influential and that their opinions 
are not worth very much. The critics may 
be right. But Ihey Iqse sight of the fact 
that in twenty-five years they will most 
Hkdy be in a much more detached position 
than at present and that the proponents 
i^f the ideas today will be the people who 
11 then run this countiy. If our ideas 
^re -vvTong they should not be ridiculed — 
^ve should be told where we err — • if ibey 
are rijrh: then there is all the less reason 
for i-idicale, we should be given a chance. 

We. of the so called younger genera- 
lion, are not radicals. We appreciate the 
chances we have had and the opportunities 
> which lie before us. But we also realize 
the shortcomings of the public administra- 
tion and of the public men of the day. On 
tlie whole young people today do not ad-i 
vocate Communisin or Nazi-ism. we are 
luliy aware ol' the dangers of using d<^inoc- 
racy at^ a shield for the insidious incursions 
of foreign ideas. We do, liowever, realize 
that thi? country lacks an enlightened oat- 
look in the field of public adrainieti-ation. 
We are not blind to the fact that many 
people think laige scale public dishonesty 
is con.'^iderud the .-mart thing and that if 
a man or a government robs a thousand 
widows and orphans the act is applauded 
wliile the thief who steals a loaf of bread 
is the object of a stiffer sentence. 

We feel that tliis country needs 
atatesmen — not politicians. By ridiculing 
our ideas concerning honest public ad- 
ministration, and equitable distribution of 
the benefits of the natural resources of our 
country the older people really hurt the 
country. Jîvery- highminded idea: killed to* 
day is the death of a potential force for 
the better toraorj'ow.

Criticism of amateurs, however, can never atop 
with considerations of individuals. Attention must 
sooner or later, and- the sooner the better, b« turned 
to the team work displayed, SInco non-professional 
groups never havo much of genius In thoir ranks and 
their personnels change monthly or yearly, tho star 
system must bo permaneiiUy discarded. It any real 
and lasting success is to be realized the whole cast 
must learn to be a team, trained and coordinated so 
as to bring Into prominence by mutual assistance the 
best of each individual member. Manifestations of 
this tho critic should walch for closely. We must 
be ready to spot any direction faults which tend to 
break down tho unity of the production. 

By all tho above 1 do not mean that the critic be 
unusually lenient iri tho case of amateurs. In fact 
he should bo quite the opposite in order that no false 
Impressions of excellence are formed. Ho should be 
sympathetic toward striving when he can reasonably 
deduce that the spirit behind it will produce oome- 
thing ot real value later on. But If his criticisms 
arc to bo of any assistance ho must, concern himself 
primarily with the actualities of achievement, and 
state frankly if he thinks the game Is worth the en- 
trance money.
